1, The Tmavy Dul black-Ksoal and nranitm mine is located about 800 meters east of the town 
of Odolov, in the Trutnov district. The mine covers ah area about 200 x 200 meters in 
size* (For the location see Annex ki There are two fences, the outer one being 
double, barbed wire, about 3*5 meters high. There are guard posts at the corners* 

Fifteen meters inside the first fence, there is a second fence about three meters hl^* 

IV is made of planks through which , it is not possible to see. Prisoners have no ac- 
cess to the area between the fences. • 

2* Radioactive material only is mined on the morning shift* The radioactive material lies 

above the layer of coal* fhe layer of radioactive material is about 20 centimeters # 

thick and is found only on the third level. Coal is mined on the afternoon shift, and 
the average output per shift is 800 carloads* The radioactive material lying above the 
vein of coal is black and looks like coal, being indistinguishable from it* It is 
slightly powdery* 

3« Coal is taken out through the Tmavy Dul mine itself* Radioactive material is taken 
underground to the Ida mine, which is about three kilcmeters west of Tmavy Dul* There 
it is brought to the surface and removed to an unknown destination after it has been 
sorted. 

4* Power is supplied for surface requirements frcmi a nearby power station, exact location 
not known* Current for mine requirements is supplied on a lead from the Ida ailne* 

5* Two shifts are worked in the pit, manned by 380 prisoners from the camp and 200 civil- 
ians* The percentage of women is not known; nor is it known whether or not there are 
brigaders* The wages for prisoners are about 700 - 800 crowns a month gross, of vhJ ch 
they get about 140 crowns a month pocket money* Civilians earn about 1,000 - 1,200 
crowns net a month* The maximum earnings reach about 2,000 crowns net a month* 
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6* There are no Russians at iihe mine* Inspectors with Geiger counters come Trosn 
Jachymov to inspect the radioactive material* Their number is not known* 


7. The prison camp and the whole mine area is guarded by StB and Works Militia. 

There are over 20 of each, and they carry out guard duties together in mixed de- 
tachments*
